Applicant's arguments are deemed to be persuasive. Specially, as per claim 31 

the applicant argues that prior art of record fails to teach analyzed the plurality of 
possible katakana candidate to convert the hiragana input to katakana characters, 
particularly if the regular dictionary does not contains such well-known words for the 
input. As per claim 97 the applicant argues that Tadano and Critchlow, individually or in 
combination describe or suggests a virtual dictionary coupled to generate artificially 
created words. Therefore, prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest the claims 
combinations of features.
